Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  on  the  Police  Department  of  The 
City  of  New  York  for  the  year  1912. 

The  authorized  strength  of  the  force  on  Decemljer  31st  was:  19  Inspectors, 
25  Surgeons,  97  Captains,  588  Lieutenants,  639  Sergeants,  8,933  Patrolmen, 
70  Matrons ;  total,  10,371. 

In  addition  there  were  268  civilian  employees  on  the  rolls. 

Of  the  total  force,  499  were  detailed  to  the  Detective  Division,  497  to  the 
Traffic  Division,  and  67  to  other  City  Departments  which  pay  their  salaries. 

The  population  of  the  City  on  December  31,  1912,  was  approximately 
5,250,000,  an  increase  of  over  190,000  for  the  year. 

On  May  31,  1912,  an  increase  of  150  Patrolmen  was  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 

The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  has  appropriated  funds  pro- 
viding for  an   increase   of  454  additional   patrolmen   for   1913. 

To  cover  posts  as  now  established,  2,365  additional  patrolmen  are  re- 
quired. 

According  to  the  best  police  standards,  the  police  force  of  the  city  should 
be  at  least  15,000  men.  London,  with  a  population  of  approximately 
7.000,000,  has  about  21,000  policemen. 

The  present  police  administration  has  appointed  since  May  23,  1911:  35 
Captains,  87  Lieutenants,  242  Sergeants,  1.242  Patrolmen,  16  Doormen,  and 
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9  Matrons,  all  of  whom  have  been  appointed  in  the  numerical  order  in  which 
they  were  certified  by  the  Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission,  as  a  result  of 
competitive  examination.  In  addition,  11  Captains  were  promoted  to  be 
Inspectors. 

There  were  298  retirements  during  the  year.  Dismissals  numbered  113, 
46  of  whom  were  charged  with  oiifenses  of  a   criminal  nature. 

By  Act  of  Legislature,  effective  April  16.  1912,  193  Doormen  became 
Patrolmen. 

ARRESTS. 

In  1912,  18,780  arrests  were  made  for  felonies,  107,227  for  misdemeanors, 
10,838  for  juvenile  delinquency,  33,061  summonses  were  served,  469  were 
arrested  as  material  witnesses,  etc. ;  total,  170,375. 

Total  arrests  and  summonses  increased  16,607  over  the  preceding  year. 
The  number  of  summonses  increased  14,170. 

Sentences  have  been  suspended  by  the  Courts  on  persons  who  have  been 
actually  convicted,  and  who  have  escaped  punishment,  in  18,556  cases,  in- 
cluding 35  for  assault  and  robbery,  417  for  burglary,  73  for  carrying  concealed 
weapons,  6  for  receiving  stolen  goods,  307  for  grand  larceny,  548  for  petit 
larceny,  39  for  pocket  picking  and  18  for  rape. 

UNIFORMED  FORCE. 

A  result  of  the  Fixed  Post  System  was  that  complaints  of  burglaries 
diminished  from  5,006  during  the  first  half  of  1911,  before  the  introduction  of 
the  Fixed  Post  System,  to  4,054,  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1912, 
after  its  introduction — a  decrease  of  952,  or  19  per  cent.  Complaints  of  as- 
sault and  robbery  diminished  from  646  to  313  during  the  corresponding  half 
3^ears — a  decrease  of  333,  or  51  per  cent. 

During  1911.  1,014  members  of  the  force  who  were  enjoying  unnecessary 
details  were  returned  to  patrol  work.  A  further  reduction  of  77  men  from 
the  number  performing  other  than  patrol  duty  has  been  made  during  this 
year. 

The  only  ciiange  made  in  the  system  of  patrol  during  the  year  is  that 
one-half  of  the  entire  force  is  now  on  patrol,  from  10  P.  M.  until  6  A.  M., 
instead  of  from  11  P.  \L  until  7  A.  M. 

DETECTIVE  DIVISION. 

This  Division  made  10,069  arrests  for  felony,  17.629  arrests  for  misde- 
meanor, 3,490  arrests  for  juvenile  delinquency;  witnesses,  etc.,  259;  or  a  total 
of  31,447,  an  increase  of  25  per  cent. 

Arrests  by  Detectives  were:  In  1906,  9,302;  in  1907,  11,416;  in  1908, 
17,538;  in  1909,  16,596;  in  1910,  15,666;  in  1911,  25,088. 
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Convictions  increased  from  11,065  to  16,244,  an  increase  of  47  per  cent. 
Total  complaints,  including  those  of  a  minor  character,  increased  from  42,082 
to  44,940.   an   increase  of  7  per  cent. 

Complaints  of  assault  and  robbery  decreased  from  1,115  to  687,  or  38 
per  cent.;  while  arrests  for  that  crime  increased  from  424  to  654,  or  54  per 
cent. ;  and  convictions  increased  from  104  to  172,  or  65  per  cent. ;  com- 
plaints of  burgflary  decreased  from  9,108  to  8,483,  or  7  per  cent.,  while  arrests 
increased  from  1,486  to  1,936,  or  30  per  cent,  and  convictions  increased  from 
696  to  1,142,  or  64  per  cent. 

During  the  year  property  to  the  amount  of  $3,313,216.00  was  reported 
lost.     Of   this,   51,805,500.00,   or   approximately    54   per   cent.,    was    recovered. 

Results  of  the  reorganization  of  the  Detective  Division  are  shown  by 
comparison  of  its  work  during  the  first  half  year  of  1911,  immediately  prior  to 
its  reorganization,  with  the  corresponding  half  of  this  year,  after  it  had 
been  placed  on  its  present  basis.  Complaints  decreased  from  22,080  to  19,395, 
or  12  per  cent. ;  arrests  increased  from  11,827  to  15,938,  or  35  per  cent. ; 
convictions  increased  from  4,575  to  7,668,  or  67  per  cent. 

A  more  thorough  and  complete  system  of  keeping  records  has  been 
introduced  into  this  Division. 

Finger-prints  of  persons  arrested  for  felony  are  now  taken  at  the  Sta- 
tion House  where  arrested,  and  immediately  forwarded  to  Headquarters  of 
ihe  Department  for  comparison  with  the  files. 

For  the  first  time  a  Matron  of  the  Department  has  been  promoted  to 
Detective,  for  excellent  police  duty  in  connection  with  an  important  case. 

A  confidential  information  bulletin  is  printed  at  Police  Headquarters, 
and  a  copy  furnished  to  each  Detective.  These  bulletins  contain  informa- 
tion relative  to  the  operations  of  professional  criminals,  their  photographs, 
description  of  stolen  property  that  can  be  identified,  suggestions  for  De- 
tective work,  etc. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

Records  of  the  Department  have  been  simplified  so  that  information 
collected  shall  be  most  readily  available  for  the  purpose  of  control  and  admin- 
istration. 

Complaints  of  conditions  in  districts  are  verified  by  secret  investigation 
rather  than  by  placing  reliance  on  reports  of  persons  who  are  themselves 
affected.  All  unnecessary  reports  in  matters  of  routine,  which  do  not  convey 
useful  information,  have  been  eliminated. 

A  new  book  of  rules  and  regulations  is  nearly  completed  and  will  be 
published  for  the  guidance  of  the  force  within  a  few  weeks. 
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The  number  of  policemen  detailed  to  Headquarters  and  to  Brooklyn 
Headquarters  is  now  77,  the  greater  portion  of  which  should  be  replaced  by 
civilian  clerks. 

SCHOOL  FOR  RECRUITS. 

In  addition  to  the  other  subjects  taught,  probationary  patrolmen  are 
now  instructed  in  humane  methods  of  handling  prisoners,  by  the  applica- 
tion of  the  elementary  principles  of  wrestling. 

BOILER  SQUAD. 

The  Boiler  Squad,  having  charge  of  the  inspection  of  steam  boilers  and 
examination  of  engineers  to  operate  them,  should  be  transferred  to  the  Fire 
Department,  as  the  work  performed  by  this  Bureau  is  entireh'  one  of  pre- 
vention of  explosion. 

HOUSE  OF  DETENTION. 

The  House  of  I3ctention.  mamtaincd  for  the  purpose  of  detaining  wit- 
nesses required  by  the  District  Attorney  of  the  County  of  New  York,  should 
be  transferred  by  law  to  the  District  Attorney's  Office.  The  present  build- 
ing is  not  of  suitable  construction  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  being  used. 

SPECIAL  PATROLMEN. 

The  appointment  of  special  patrolmen  has  been  confined  to  men  employed 
b}'  the  City,  or  institutions  receiving  an  allowance  from  the  City  in  payment 
of  their  salaries. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

Seven  new  Precinct  .Station  Houses  are  now  in  the  course  of  construc- 
tion. 

Release  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  corporate  stock 
already  appropriated  to  the  Department  has  been  requested  for  the  con- 
struction of  new  station  houses  at  Stapleton,  Staten  Island,  and  in  Flushing, 
both  Precincts  now  occupying  houses  leased  by  the  City  and  unsuited  for 
the  purpose  for  which  used. 

Funds  have  been  requested  to  enable  the  Department  to  erect  new 
buildings  to  replace  those  now  leased  by  the  C'ity  at  St.  Nicholas  Avenue, 
Alexander  Avenue,  Westchester,  Flatbush  Avenue,  (jlendalc.  Ozone  Park, 
College  Point,  \\'hitestone,  Far  Rockaway,  West  New  Brighton,  and  New 
Dorp,  and  to  properly  quarter  precincts  now  located  in  Old  Town  Halls  of 
Jamaica,  Newtown,  Flatbush,  and  Flatlands.  Station  Houses  located  at 
Bedford  Avenue,  Grcenpoint  Avenue,  Ikishwick  Avenue,  and  Butler  Street. 
Brooklvn.  and  Sheriff  and  East  Thirtv-fifth  Streets,  Manhattan,  and   Rocka- 
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way  Beach  and  Tottenville,  should  also  be  replaced  by  modern  structures  at 
as  early  a  date  as  possible,  the  present  buildings  being  in  bad  condition  and 
not  worth  repair. 

Requests  have  been  made  for  three  new  buildings  to  be  located  below 
Fourteenth  Street,  which,  by  re-districting  of  that  portion  of  the  City,  could 
efficiently  take  the  place  of  the  following  Station  Houses,  which  are  worn  out 
and  obsolete :  Oak  Street.  Madison  .Street,  Elizabeth  Street,  Mulberry  Street, 
Macdougal  Street  and  Mercer  Street. 

These  three  new  buildings,  replacing  six,  would  be  an  economy,  not  only 
in  original  outlay,  but  in  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

Quarters  leased  by  the  City  for  stables  on  Leonard  Street  and  as  a  Station 
House  for  Bridge  "D"  Precinct,  have  been  given  up  during  the  year. 

MOTOR  PATROL  WAGONS. 

Three  motor  patrol  wagons  were  installed  during  the  year  1912."  It  is 
proposed  to  immediately  purchase  ten  additional  wagons  of  the  same  type. 
Each  of  these  vehicles  replaces  three  horse-drawn  wagons.  The  savings  in 
salaries  of  drivers  alone  pays  for  the  original  cost  of  the  vehicles  in  about 
six  month?. 

HORSE  SHOEING. 

Horse  shoeing  during  the  past  year  has  been  performed  by  horse  shoers 
employed  by  the  Police  Department,  at  a  cost  of  ?26,fll7.66,  as  compared  with 
$39, 93^5. 51  for  the  year  191 L  when  the  work  was  performed  by  private  horse 
shoers,  a  saving  of  about  33  per  cent. 

CHANGES  IN  DISTRICTS  AND  PRECINCTS. 

In  the  past  year  a  new  Inspection  District,  known  as  the  17th  Inspection 
District,  has  been  established,  including  that  part  of  the  Borough  of  Queens 
included  in  the  274th,  275th,  277th,  282d.  283d  and  285th   Precincts. 

Two  new  Precincts  have  been  established,  one  known  as  the  37th  Pre- 
cinct, made  up  of  part  of  the  territory  formerly  policed  by  the  36th,  39th  and 
43d  Precincts,  from  110th  Street  to  145th  Street,  bounded  on  the  West  by 
Manhattan  and  .St.  Nicholas  Avenues  and  on  the  East  by  Fifth  Avenue.  The 
other,  known  as  the  42d  Precinct,  including  that  part  of  Manhattan  Island 
north  of  l(i5th  Street,  and  formerly  policed  by  the  40th  and  74th  Precincts. 

EXAMINATIONS  BY  THE  COMMISSIONER  OF  ACCOUNTS. 

At  the  request  of  the  Police  Commissioner  an  examination  was  made  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Accounts  of  the  operations  of  the  Police  Surgeons, 
especially  with  reference  to  the  retirement  of  members  of  the  force  for  dis- 
ability. This  examination  failed  to  develop  any  valuable  facts  which  were  of 
use  to  the  Department. 
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An  examination  was  also  made  by  the  Commissioner  of  Accounts,  at 
the  request  of  the  Police  Commissioner,  with  reference  to  certain  allegations 
that  a  fund  had  been  raised  by  former  Doormen  of  the  Department  in  pay- 
ment of  legal  services.     This  examination  also  failed  of  result. 

ALDERMANIC  POLICE  INVESTIGATION. 

An  investigation  of  the  administration  of  the  Police  Department  has  been 
in  progress  before  a  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  since  September. 

LOST  PROPERTY   BUREAU. 

A  lost  property  bureau  should  be  established  for  the  convenience  of  per- 
sons losing  property  on  the  public  highway  or  in  public  conveyances  or 
pviblic  places.  An  Act  of  the  Legislature  would  be  necessary,  requiring  per- 
sons finding  articles  in  the  public  streets,  common  carriers,  and  the  management 
of  public  places,  to  turn  over  to  the  police  all  lost  property  which  might 
come  into  their  possession.  If  the  lost  propert}^  were  not  claimed  within  a 
period  of  six  months  it  should  be  returned  to  the  finder,  who  should  thereby 
acquire  legal  title  to  it.  If  claimed  by  the  owner  the  collection  of  a  reward 
for  the  finder,  based  upon  the  value  of  the  article,  should  be  authorized. 

TAXICAB  STANDS. 

The  practice  of  issuing  licenses  for  private  hack  stands  in  front  of  hotels 
and  restaurants  has  resulted  in  the  renting  of  the  public  streets  by  these  indi- 
viduals to  cab  companies  at  exorbitant  rates,  which  must  be  paid  by  the  public 
who  hire  these  cabs. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  licenses  of  this  character  be  abolished,  and 
that  instead  a  license  be  granted  for  public  hack  stands,  where  all  persons 
having  a  hack  license  may  stand. 

CHAUFFEURS. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  granting  of  licenses  to  criminals  as  chauffeurs,  it 
is  recommended  that  a  law  providing  that  the  finger  prints  be  taken  of  all 
applicants  for  chauffeur's  licenses,  and  that  these  prints  be  forwarded  to  the 
Police  Department  for  comparison  with  the  police  files,  prior  to  licenses 
being  granted  to  the  applicants. 

GAMBLING  APPARATUS. 

It  is  recommended  that  a  law  be  enacted  making  the  possession  of 
gambling  apparatus  unlawful,  and  authorizing  its  destruction  by  the  police. 

CABARET  SHOWS. 

Cabaret  shows  have  increased  in  large  numbers  during  the  past  year. 
These  are  regular  vaudeville  performances  given  in  restaurants.     Theatrical 
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managers,  in  order  to  give  the  same  performance,  are  required  to  obtain  a 
license  and  provide  for  the  safety  of  their  patrons.  It  is  believed  that  the 
restaurant  shows  should  be  licensed  in  like  manner,  and  required  to  take  the 
same  precautions  to  protect  the  lives  of  their  patrons  as  are  required  of 
licensed  premises. 

PAY. 

The  pay  of  Patrolmen  entering  the  service  should  not  be  less  than  $1,000 
per  annum.  The  first  year  they  are  required  to  purchase  their  own  uniforms, 
equipment,  station  house  bedding,  etc.,  costing  approximately  $200,  leaving 
about  $50  a  month  to  live.  This,  in  view  of  the  cost  of  living  in  this  city,  is 
not  sufficient  to  properly  support  the  family  of  a  policeman. 

The  salaries  of  Police  Inspectors  and  Captains  should  be  increased.  In- 
spectors have  been  receiving  S3.500  per  annum  since  1880.  Captains  of 
Police  are  being  paid  $2,750  per  annum,  which  is  also  deemed  inadequate. 

PENSIONS. 

The  pension  of  Policemen  should  be  fixed  by  law.  The  amount  should 
be  increased  automatically  in  accordance  with  the  length  of  service.  It  is 
recommended  that  the  pension  should  be  the  amount  obtained  by  multiplying 
2  per  cent,  of  the  salary  paid  by  the  number  of  years  of  service  at  the  time 
of  retirement,  no  pension  to  exceed  75  per  cent,  of  the  salary.  Retirement 
should  be  granted  to  members  of  the  force,  on  their  own  application,  at  any 
time  after  twenty-five  years'  service,  or  at  any  time  upon  surgeon's  certificate 
of  disabilit}-.  If  the  injury  for  which  the  patrolman  was  retired  was  received 
in  the  line  of  duty,  the  pension  should  not  be  less  than  one-half  of  the  pay. 
The  widow  of  a  policeman  should  be  entitled  to  the  pension  which  he  would 
have  received  if  he  had  retired  at  the  date  of  his  death.  If,  however,  death 
should  occur  in  the  line  of  duty,  then  the  widow  should  receive  not  less  than 
one-half  of  his  pay.  Under  the  present  system  the  amount  of  pension  in  many 
instances  depends  upon  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioner,  which  is  not 
believed  to  be  a  good  policy. 

PROMOTION  EXAMINATIONS. 

Under  the  present  Civil  Service  practice  examinations  for  promotion  are 
held  once  in  four  years.  Under  the  law  a  Patrolman  must  serve  five  years 
before  he  may  be  promoted  Sergeant,  a  Sergeant  two  years  before  he  may 
be  promoted  Lieutenant,  and  a  Lieutenant  three  years  before  he  may  be 
promoted  Captain.  If  the  date  on  which  a  Patrolman  becomes  eligible  for 
promotion  falls  shortly  after  the  date  of  the  Civil  Service  examination,  he 
would  have  to  Avait  four  years  more  than  prescribed  by  law  in  the  grade 
before  he  can  take  the  examination,  and  having,  as  the  result  of  his  work, 
secured  a  position  on  the  list,  he  may  again  be  required  to  wait  four  years 
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before  promotion  or  before  securing  another  chance  to  take  another  examina- 
tion. Lieutenants  recently  appointed  have  served  an  average  of  seventeen 
years  in  the  Department.  A  Captain  is  seldom  appointed  who  has  had  less 
than  twenty  years  of  service. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  law  be  amended  so  as  to  permit  men  to  take 
examinations  for  promotion  to  the  next  higher  grade  regardless  of  their  period 
of  service  in  the  loAver  grades.  Allowance  for  seniority  should  be  provided 
within   certain  limits. 

The  Civil  Service  Examinations  for  promotion  to  each  grade  should  be 
held  every  year.  This  would  result  in  more  young  men  of  ability  and  am- 
bition entering  the  service  in  the  hope  of  reaching  a  command  rank  at  an 
early  age.  Men  would  reach  the  higher  offices  before  they  become  of  an  age 
when  they  lose  initiative  and  ambition.  tTnder  the  present  system  ambition 
is  so  stifled  that  the  best  service  is  not  obtained. 

POLICE  TELEPHONES. 

A  modern  police  telephone  sj'stem  should  be  installed.  This  system 
should  include  provisions  for  communicition  between  various  station  houses 
and  the  men  on  post.  When  it  is  desired  to  transmit  orders  to  the  man 
on  post  a  bell  is  rung  or  a  light  flashed  at  various  points  upon  the  post,  notify- 
ing the  patrolman  that  the  Station  House  desires  to  communicate  with  him 
over  one  of  the  telephones  which  are  established  for  that  purpose.

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NOTABLE    CASES— DETECTIVE    DIVISION— 1912. 

THE  TAXICAB   ROBBERY. 

Occurred  between  10:30  and  11  A.  M.  February  15,  1911.  Two  messengers 
were  sent  in  a  taxicab  from  the  East  River  National  Bank  at  Broadway  and 
Tliird  Street  to  draw  $25,000  in  currency  from  the  Produce  Exchange  National 
Bank  at  Broadway  and  Beaver  Street.  Frequent  similar  trips  had  previously  been 
made  with  neither  loss  nor  danger.  The  messengers  were  unarmed.  One  of  them 
was  an  old  man  and  the  other  a  mere  boy.  The  taxicab  driver,  named  Geno 
Montani,  was  also  regarded  as  a  trusted  employee,  for  he  operated  two  cabs 
from  a  stand  near  the  bank  and  was  frequently  called  upon  for  such  trips. 
While  the  messengers  with  the  money  were  returning  uptown  through  Church 
Street,  five  men  suddenly  closed  in  upon  the  cab.  Then,  according  to  the  story 
told  by  the  driver,  a  sixth  man  forced  him  to  slacken  speed  by  stumbling  in  front 
of  the  vehicle.  Immediately  two  men,  one  on  each  side  of  the  cab,  opened  the 
doors,  entered  and  brutally  blackjacked  and  robbed  the  messengers  of  the 
$25,000.  Two  accom[)lices  ran  along  the  sidewalk.  The  fifth  man  climbed  to  the 
seat  beside  Montani  and  held  a  revolver  to  his  side  and  ordered  him  to  drive 
fast.  At  Park  Place  and  Church  Street,  after  a  trip  of  eleven  blocks,  the 
chaufifeur  was  ordered  to  stop  the  cab  and  the  three  robbers  escaped.  The  rob- 
bers met  later  in  a  saloon,  where  they  divided  the  money.  Some  other  men  who 
had  knowledge  of  the  crime,  entered  the  barroom  at  the  time  of  the  division  of 
the  money,  demanded  their  share,  and  by  threats  secured  and  escaped  with 
$10,000.  Within  a  short  time  detectives  had  completed  their  case  and  taken 
into  custody  the  following  named  persons,  who  were  convicted,  and  dealt  with 
as  follows :

THE    MARRIAGE    FRAUD. 

Michael  Horan,  Pauline  Iloran  and  Katie  Hardie  were  arrested  on  April  16, 
charged  with  stealing  $680  from  Anna  Penness.  The  first  three  named  conducted 
a  mock  marriage  scheme  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  possession  of  whatever 
funds  their  dupe  might  possess.  Anna  Penness  was  persuaded  to  marry  Michael 
Horan,  who  was  already  the  husband  of  Pauline  Horan.  In  this  way  Horan 
obtained  possession  of  Anna  Penness'  money  and  then  disappeared.  After  the 
disappearance,  the  two  other  women  in  the  guise  of  friends  came  to  Anna  Pen- 
ness and  assured  her  they  were  convinced  from  a  number  of  circumstances  that 
Michael  Horan  had  been  murdered.  To  allay  suspicion  and  to  get  her  away 
from  the  scene  of  action,  the  two  women  took  Anna  Penness  to  Rochester,  osten- 
sibly for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  father  of  her  supposed  deceased  husband,  but 
after  they  arrived  there  they  abandoned  her  in  a  hotel.  The  Rochester  police 
were  notified  of  her  destitute  condition  and  communicated  with  this  Department. 
Anna  Penness  w^as  returned  to  this  city  and  detectives  took  up  the  case.  As  a 
result  both  Michael  and  Pauline  Horan  and  Katie  Hardie  were  located  and 
arrested.  The  Horan  couple  were  sentenced  to  ten  years  each  in  State's  Prison, 
and  Katie  Hardie  was  sent  to  the  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  It  was  found 
that  this  trio  was  accustomed  to  frequent  employment  agencies  for  the  purpose 
of  entrapping  servant  girls  and  securing  possession  of  their  savings. 

A    BLOOD     STAIN    CLUE. 

I\lrs.  Johanna  Hcubenor  was  found  unconscious  in  her  apartment  on  the 
evening  of  February  27.  She  had  been  beaten  into  insensibility.  Life  was  almost 
extinct.  Sixteen  gas  jets  were  turned  on.  All  the  employees  on  the  premises 
were  promptly  and  thoroughly  questioned,  and  as  a  result  of  this  inquiry  Frank 
Cooper,  colored,  was  taken  into  custody  for  the  crime.  One  of  the  sleeves  of  his 
shirt  showed  a  blood  stain,  the  first  actual  clue.  It  was  found  that  on  the  pre- 
vious day  he  had  been  without  funds  and  liad  borrowed  twenty-hvc  cents  from 
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Forsbrey  was  indicted  in  New  York  County  for  the  murder  of  ^lorris 
Schwartzkopf ;  pleaded  guilty  to  murder  in  the  second  degree  and  was  sentenced 
to  State's  Prison  to  serve  a  term  of  not  less  than  twenty  years.  Pending  his  trial 
in  New  York  County,  he  was  indicted  in  Kings  County  for  complicity  in  the 
murder  of  Walter  Meseritz.  He  has  not  as  yet  been  tried  on  the  latter  indict- 
ment. 

James  Cassidy  was  found  "Not  Guilty"  by  a  jury  and  was  discharged.  He 
was  immediately  re-arrested  for  assault  and  robbery  at  the  point  of  a  revolver 
on  February  15,  1912,  at  the  jewelry  store  of  Louis  Price,  1708  Broadway,  Brook- 
lyn.   Jewelry  valued  at  $599  was  stolen.    He  is  now  awaiting  trial  for  this  crime. 

Redmond  was  indicted  for  complicity  in  the  Meseritz  murder,  but  has  not 
yet  been  tried. 

A  MIDNIGHT  BURGLAR. 

During  the  latter  part  of  August  John  Bernauer,  occupant  of  furnished  room 
at  570  East  175th  Street,  came  under  the  surveillance  of  detectives.  He  was 
traced  to  172  Alexander  Avenue  and  423  East  135th  Street,  at  which  addresses 
he  also  resided.  On  September  20  he  was  followed  to  a  pawnshop  where  he 
offered  stolen  goods  for  pledge  and  was  arrested.  Stolen  property  and  thirty- 
seven  pawntickets  for  jewelry  were  found  on  his  person.  Other  stolen  prop- 
erty valued  at  about  $9,000  was  found  in  his  rooms.  Bernauer  is  a  midnight 
burglar  who  operated  in  this  city  during  last  winter  and  spring.  The  burglaries 
at  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  Jr.'s,  residence,  231  Madison  Avenue,  at  William  Guth- 
rie's, 28  Park  Avenue,  and  at  Frederick  Gallatin's,  123  East  39th  Street,  are  all 
laid  at  his  door.  Fingerprint  impressions  taken  at  the  time  of  the  burglary  at 
231  Madison  Avenue  from  a  silver  cigarette  case,  were  matched  with  impres- 
sions taken  of  Bernauer  subsequent  to  his  arrest.  He  pleaded  guilty  and  was 
sentenced  to  not  less  than  five  years  nor  more  than  ten  years  in  State's  Prison. 

MONEY    REFUSED,    COMMITTED    MURDEROUS    ASSAULT. 

On  Thursday,  October  18,  Mrs.  Margaret  Bell  and  her  servant,  Miss  Mary 
Hogan,  were  found  in  an  unconscious  condition  at  the  residence  of  the  former, 
53  Fort  Greene  Place,  Brooklyn.  Mrs.  Bell  died  October  19  without  regaining 
consciousness.  Mary  Hogan  was  confined  at  the  Brooklyn  Hospital  for  a  num- 
ber of  days  in  a  precarious  condition,  suffering  from  contusions  on  face  and 
head.  Detectives  ascertained  that  on  October  7  one  George  Bishop,  colored, 
reputed  husband  of  a  former  maid  in  the  employ  of  Mrs.  Bell,  had  visited  the 
latter's  residence  for  the  purpose  of  borrowing  money,  and,  when  refused,  left 
the  premises  in  an  ugly  mood.  Bishop  was  located  and  arrested  at  274  Pulaski 
Street,  Brooklyn,  October  19,  and  identified  by  Mary  Hogan  as  being  the  assail- 
ant. He  subsequently  made  a  confession  of  guilt.  It  was  learned  that  on  the 
preceding  evening  he  visited  the  home  of  Mrs.  Bell  to  renew  his  demands  for 
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money,  and  when  again  refused  he  used  a  hammer  to  murder  Mrs.  Bell  and  in 
making  the  brutal  assault  on  Mary  Hogan.  He  has  been  convicted  and  sen- 
tenced to  be  electrocuted. 

SLAYER  OF   CHINESE  RESTAURANT   PROPRIETORS. 

Nathaniel  J.  Motley,  colored,  entered  the  Chinese  Restaurant  of  Wong  See 
and  Wong  Que  at  56  West  135th  Street,  May  18,  1910.  He  attempted  to  leave 
the  premises  without  paying.  The  two  Chinamen  tried  to  stop  him,  but  Motley 
drew  a  knife  and  stabbed  both  of  them.  Wong  See  died  May  21  and  Wong 
Que  May  23.  After  the  crime,  Motley  escaped  and  fled  to  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y., 
then  to  New  Haven,  Conn.,  to  Newark,  N.  J.,  to  Henderson,  N.  C,  and  finally 
to  Richmond,  Va.,  where  he  was  located  by  New  York  City  detectives  and  ar- 
rested. He  was  tried  and  convicted  of  assault  in  the  second  degree  and  sentenced 
to  serve  a  term  of  not  less  than  two  and  a  half  vears  nor  more  than  five  vears.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 
DIVISION    OF    SUPPLIES. 

This  division  is  in  charge  of  a  Lieutenant  of  Police. 

The  Division  is  charged  witli  the  purchase,  inspection,  storage  and  issue  of 
all  supplies  used  by  this  Department. 

During  the  year  the  systems  of  record,  purchase  and  storage  have  been 
greatly  improved.  Card  records  have  been  installed  to  facilitate  the  hand- 
ling of  requisitions,  orders  and  bills.  A  maintenance  cost  system  has  also  been 
provided.  A  consolidated  stock  report  is  maintained  showing  the  total  number 
of  articles  of  any  kind  on  storage  or  in  use  in  this  Department  at  the  end  of 
each  semi-annual  period. 

During  the  year  a  complete  physical  inventory  has  been  made  of  all  property 
on  hand  throughout  the  Department,  and  as  a  result  the  returns  have  been  cor- 
rected and  proper  disposition  made  of  a  large  quantity  of  property,  which  was 
either  unserviceable  or  else  was  not  in  use. 

Except  in  a  few  cases  (where  competition  could  not  be  obtained),  written 
proposals  have  been  received  from  at  least  three  manufacturers  or  dealers  before 
the  purchase  of  any  supplies.  So  far  as  practicable,  advertised  contracts  have 
been  awarded  for  the  purchase  of  supplies  required  by  this  Department.  The 
supplies  delivered  have  been  rigidly  inspected  and  analyzed  and  a  large 
saving  to  the  City  has  resulted  therefrom. 

The  several  precincts  have  been  required  to  issue  quarterly  requisitions  for 
stock  supplies.  These  have  been  delivered  by  Department  delivery  wagons,  to 
avoid  the  use  of  precinct  patrol  wagons,  or  delivery  by  patrolmen  in  uniform. 
By  the  quarterly  system  of  requisition  supplies  have  been  purchased  to  better 
advantage. 

So  far  as  possible  supplies  used  by  this  DeparlnieiU  have  been  standardized, 
and  the  use  of  unnecessary  varieties  of  the  same  article  discontinued. 

Contractors  have  been  required  to  make  jironipt  deliveries  and  to  replace 
without  delay  such  supplies  as  were  rejected.  Claims  have  been  promptly  au- 
dited and  forwarded  for  payment. 

A  permanent  inventory  is  maintained  at  the  Department  Store  House  show- 
ing receipts  and  disbursements  of  all  supjjlies  and  the  value  thereof. 

Stock  supplies  are  i)urchased  under  yearly  contracts  and  delivered  from  time 
to  time  as  required.  Supplies  of  a  perishable  nature  are  carried  in  monthly  quan- 
tities or  less.  All  Department  stores  are  maintained  in  good  order  and  under 
lock  and  key,  properly  labeled  and  accessible.

These  supplies  have  been  col- 
lected and  placed  in  five  depots  (one  in  each  borough)  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  the  veterinary  surgeon  in  charge  of  that  territory,  and  as  a  result  little 
or  no  veterinary  supplies  need  be  purchased  during  the  year  ]913.  The  plan 
will  work  to  llie  advantage  of  the  Department,  to  the  convenience  of  the  veter- 
inary surgeons,  and  will  improve  the  condition  of  horses.

150TH  PRECINCT  POLICE  STATION 

and 

HEADQUARTERS  BUILDING, 

Borough  of  Brooklyn. 

The    new   building   for   the   Borougli    Headquarters   and    150th    Precinct 

Police  Station  is  to  be  located  on  the  south  side  of  Poplar  Street  between 

Hicks  and  Henry  Streets,  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn. 

The  first  two  floors  of  the  building  are  devoted  primarily  to  the  150th 
I'recinct.  while  the  upper  floor  is  given  over  to  the  Borough  Headquarters. 
The  headquarters  part  of  the  building  is  kept  entirely  distinct  from  the  Pre- 
cinct work  with  a  separate  entrance  directly  connecting  with  a  private  stairs 
and  electric  passenger  elevator  running  only  to  the  headquarters  floor.  A 
suite  of  offices  is  provided  on  the  first  floor  for  the  Eighth  District  Inspector. 
On  the  second  floor  are  the  dormitories.     On  the  third  floor  three  ofifices  are 


provided  for  the  Tliird  Deputy  Commissioner ;  three  ofifices  for  the  Borough 
Inspector;  two  ofifices,  a  locker  room,  and  operating  room  for  the  Telegraph 
Bureau  :  an  office  for  the  Bureau  of  Information,  adjoining  elevator;  an  ofifice 
and  a  large  storage  room  for  the  Property  Clerk;  a  large  assembly  room, 
sitting  room,  clerical  room  and  Ca])tain's  Office  for  the  Detective  jjureau  :  and 
directly  above,  in  a  half  story  on  the  roof,  there  is  a  photograph  gallery, 
measuring  room  and  record  room.  A  large  trial-room  is  also  provided  on  the 
third  floor.  The  prisons  are  toward  the  back  of  the  building,  ten  cells  for 
males  and  five  for  females,  with  a  Matron's  room  adjoining.  A  garage  is  also 
provided  large  enough  to  care  for  the  Automobile  Patrol  and  two  other  cars. 

The  l)nil(ling  is  to  be  constructed  of  steel  beams  and  columns,  fireproof 
floors  and  partitions;  outside  walls  of  brick  front  lacing  a  buft'  brick  of  good 
texture  with  terra  cotta  trimmings  and  a  copper  cornice. 

The  cost  of  the  building  is  $92,998.00.

TELEGRAPH  BUREAU. 


The  force  of  the  Telegraph  Bureau,  all  boroughs,  consists  of  fifty-nine 
members  of  the  uniformed  force  and  six  civilian  employees,  a  reduction  of  six 
patrolmen  during  the  year. 

During  1912  the  total  number  of  recorded  messages  was  567,179,  which  is 
about  one-half  the  number  recorded  in  1911.  There  were  3.212,248  telephone 
connections  established  through  Police  Department  switchboards,  all  of  which 
required  supervision  by  the  operators.  It  will  be  noted  that  there  was  a  reduc- 
tion of  50  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  recorded  messages,  and  an  increase  of 
22  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  telephone  connections,  which  is  due  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  branch  detective  offices  at  the  various  precinct  station  houses;  also 
to  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  "General  Alarm"  messages  sent  by  telephone. 
Unless  such  messages  require  immediate  action,  they  are  now  forwarded  to 
precincts  in  printed  form.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

OPERATIONS  OF  THE  BOILER  SQUAD. 

The  Steam  Boiler  and  Inspection  Bureau  is  empowered  by  law  to  inspect 
and  subject  all  steam  boilers  carrying  over  ten  pounds  of  steam  to  the  square 
inch,  to  a  hydrostatic  test  once  a  year,  and  to  examine  and  qualify  engineers 
and  firemen  to  operate  them. 

The  personnel  of  the  Bureau  consists  of  15  members  of  the  force,  four 
deputy  clerks,  and  four  civilian  drivers,  under  the  command  of  a  Lieutenant. 
Two  members  of  the  force,  who  are  practical  engineers,  are  assigned  to  ex- 
amine applicants  for  engineers'  and  firemen's  certificates  and  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine charges  preferred  against  engineers  and  firemen  for  neglect  of  duty. 
Nine  members  of  the  force  are  assigned  to  the  work  of  inspecting  boilers,  two 
of  whom  are  civilians,  and  the  other  two  members  of  the  force  are  assigned 
to  general  office  work.

The  papers  of  the  candidates  are  rated  by  two 
examiners  acting  independently  and  ignorant  of  the  candidate's  identity. 
Men  who  cannot  read  and  write  are  examined  orally,  verbatim  ■stenographic 
notes  of  the  examination  being  made  and  preserved.

Official  recognition  for  deeds  of  exceptional 
bravery  may  be  either  'Commendation,"  "Honor- 
able Mention,"  or  "Honorable  Mention  with 
Medal."'  These  awards  rank  in  the  order  given, 
and  the  Department  Medal  therefore  accompanies 
and  is  part  of  the  highest  award.  In  1912  five 
such  medals  have  been  awarded. 

It  appears  from  the  records  of  the  Department 
that  the  custom  of  awarding  official  medals  began 
in  1871.  From  that  date  until  1883  "A  Medal," 
-A  Silver  Medal,"  "A  Medal  of  Honor,"  and 
others  variously  designated  were  bestowed  from 
time  to  time  on  deserving  members  of  the  Force. 
In  1883  the  award  and  its  description  were  estab- 
li-;hed  and  standardized  as  "The  Medal  of  Honor 
of  the  Department,"  the  first  award  under  that 
title  having  been  made  to  Captain  John  Saunders, 
of  the  23rd  Precinct,  for  the  rescue  of  several  per- 
sons from  drowning. 

In  1888  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners 
fixed  upon  a  design  for  the  medal,  and  on  May  18,  1888,  these  medals  were 
distributed  to  all  who  had  up  to  that  time  received  Honorable  Mention.  The 
design  adopted  in  1888  was  in  use  until  1912,  when  the  present  design  was 
substituted.
